Thous¬ 
ands of meals are served in Suffolk schools 
every day and any incident such as this is 
extremely rare. These parasites’ feed on 
rice and any health risk is negligible. 

“However, the meal option was imme¬ 
diately withdrawn and a cold lunch 
provided instead.

HORRIFIED parents have 
reacted with fury after maggots 
were found in their children’s 
school dinners. 

Rice contaminated with the 
parasites was discovered at Chalk- 
stone Middle School in Haverhill. 
It is believed the maggots were 
spotted before they were served to 
pupils. 

A letter sent home to unsuspecting 
parents said that a “naturally occurring 
parasite” had been found in the rice which 
was to be served with curry to those pupils 
at the school who have hot dinners. 

One shocked parent, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “They said there was 
nothing to worry about and it won’t 
happen again, but I think school dinners 
will be off the menu for a lot of children in 
the future. 

“All the parents I have spoken to were 
horrified and won’t be sending their 
children for school dinners again. 

“I think people would like to know more 
about how it happened to be reassured at 
all. My children have packed lunches and I 
think a lot of others will be doing the same 
from now on.”

Delayed Jubilee Walk project unveiled 


A COUNCIL leader 
disputed claims that 
Haverhill residents are 
treated as second class 
citizens when he officially 
opened a £460,000 
refurbishment project in the 
town. 

The enhancements to 
Jubilee Walk were officially 
opened on Monday by 
Coun John Griffiths, leader 
of St Edmundsbury 



Borough Council. The work 
has been dogged by delays 
and problems, and the 
modern metal sculpture of 
Owen, a cat who used to 
be popular in the area, has 
met with mixed reactions. 

Coun Griffiths said: “I have 
read far too much lately 
about people in Haverhill 
being second class 
citizens. We do not have 
any second class citizens in 
St Edmundsbury. Whether 
it is in Haverhill, or Bury St 
Edmunds or the villages, 
we are all in this together. I 
think most people 
appreciate our efforts in 
Haverhill, with the 
masterplan, the cinema, 
Tesco, the community 
football scheme and 
hopefully re-development 


of Gurteens: there is a lot 
happening in the town. 

“This is the first major 
enhancement project 
brought forward as part of 
Haverhill masterplan and 
although we have 
experienced some 
difficulties along the way, 
the important thing is that 
they have been addressed 
and the area between the 
bus station and the town 
centre has now been very 
considerably improved by 
this extensive facelift. The 
completed scheme not only 
looks very good but will 
benefit Haverhill’s residents 
and visitors alike.” 

Kathleen Bartlett, owner of 
Owen, said: “I think the 
sculpture is very nice. I did 
not like it at first, but I have 


grown to like it very much. I 
know a lot of people don’t 
like it, but at least there is 
something there to remind 
people of Owen now.” 

Coun Marion Rushbrook, 
who now represents the 
Kedington seat previously 
held by her late husband 
Geoffrey, helped Coun 
Griffiths unveil a plaque in 
his memory. An “Owen” 
cake was also cut and 
given out to visitors. 

The project was designed 
to improve a key gateway 
from the bus station into 
the town centre, with 
Jubilee Walk repaved and 
replanted, the car park 
resurfaced and handrails 
and a granite seat installed, 
with a sculpture of Owen.

Damage prompts call 
for more spy cameras 


ANGRY town councillors are 
calling for a greater police 
presence and more CCTV 
cameras after a granite seat at 
the centre of a revamped area 
was damaged by skateboard¬ 
ers before its official opening. 

Members of Haverhill Town 
Council pointed out the marks on the 
seat just after Coun John Griffiths, 
leader of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, had officially opened a 
£460,000 renovation scheme at Jubilee 
Walk in Haverhill. 

Centrepiece of an upgrade of the 
area is a circular seat made of 
granite imported from China with a 
modern sculpture of Owen, a cat who 
was a popular figure there. 

Coun Paul McManus pointed out 
marks on the top of the seat made by 
the wheels of skateboards and he has 
been told they cannot be removed. 

Coun McManus said: “I feel the 
problem is we have absolutely no 
police presence whatever. People have 
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phoned up all the time, but by the 
time the police get here everyone is 
gone. Everything that we have 
achieved here today is a waste of 
time unless we can protect it. 
Everyone is working hard to get rid of 
the image that Haverhill has had in 
the past and this kind of thing does 
not help. 

“To whoever is responsible for it I 
say skateboard somewhere else, leave 
the seat alone. 

“I shall be calling for more CCTV 
cameras so that those responsible can 
be caught and punished severely. 
What we need most is a regular police 
presence in the area.” 

Coun Margaret Marks said: “I am 
asking for another CCTV camera as 
we have one, but it is pointing in the 
wrong direction. We need a regular 
police presence and I call on the 
police to do something about this. 

“We need to prosecute those 


responsible and make an example of 
them.” 

Inspector Adrian Dawson, sector 
commander for Haverhill, said he 
had received no reports of damage in 
the area or complaints about 
skateboarding. He said: “There is 
coverage in that area, but we cannot 
provide 24-hour a day coverage in a 
specific location. 

“We rely on timing of patrols and 
the CCTV system to detect any 
incidents of disorder and damage in 
that area. If the coverage of the 
CCTV cameras does not cover that 
particular area I would endorse any 
proposal to provide more cameras. 

“If people damage property and we 
have the evidence to take them to 
court we will take robust action to 
make sure they face the con¬ 
sequences of their actions. 

“If people have concerns about 
anti-social behaviour they need to 
contact their local Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team and make them 
aware of it on (01284) 774410.”

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Furniture firm may 
axe 33 factory jobs

MORE than 30 workers at a 
furniture factory received the 
gloomy news that their jobs 
could be gone before Christmas. 

Paragon Business Products gave 30- 
day redundancy notices to all 33 staff at 
its premises in Boundary Way Haver¬ 
hill. 

The company makes office furniture 
and was started at Haverhill in the mid- 
1980s. 

Roy Pelham, chief executive of the 
company, said it was consulting with 
staff about the possibility of closing 
down its Haverhill factory to reduce 
costs. 

The company would look at all 
possible alternatives, but if the closure 
did go ahead, production would move 
to its Rotherham site and some staff 
would be offered jobs there. 

Mr Pelham said: “We have another 
factory at Rotherham and it is likely we 
will be moving some of the production 
to Rotherham, if we can find no 
alternative at the end of the con¬ 
sultation period. 

“We will be offering jobs there to 
employees who are interested. We will 
be discussing this fully with staff and 
looking at all possible alternatives. 

“The furniture market has become 
extremely competitive and we saw 
Project Office Furniture go into 
administration last year.” 

Workspace Office Solutions in 
Hamlet Green, Haverhill, formerly 
Project Office Furniture, went out of 
business in March with the loss of 300 
jobs. 

It had been in the town since 1959 
and at one time had a 1,000-strong 
workforce and was the UK’s leading 
manufacturer of office furniture. 

Mr Pelham said: “A lot of our 
competitors are buying in cheaper 
furniture from China in particular, and 
we just need to think about reducing 
our fixed costs. 

“Haverhill has become very expen¬ 
sive and we have to remain compet¬ 
itive. 

“It is not a happy day for anybody We 
have been in Haverhill from the start. 

“We have some people who have 
worked there a long time, some since it 
started and others moved from our 
Basildon factory when it closed three 
years ago. 

“Productivity is good at Haverhill 
and we have a high level of skill there. 

“But we are stuck with the fixed 
overheads and really the volumes are 
not high enough to sustain that expend¬ 
iture.”

“Stocks of the product, which 
was well within its sell-by date of 
April 2009, have been destroyed. 
Samples of the product and 
packaging have been examined 
by environmental health officers 
as part of an investigation which 
is ongoing.” 

Around 100 of the 440 pupils at 
the school eat dinners cooked on 
the premises and supplied by the 
Suffolk County Catering service.

Suffolk County Council M 
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Chalkstone, refused to comment 
on the incident. 

A spokesman for Forest Heath 
District Council said although 
the school involved was in the St 


Edmundsbury Borough Council 
district, the investigation had 
been passed on to Forest Heath’s 
environmental health depart¬ 
ment because the contaminated 
rice had come from a warehouse 
in its district, although she could 
not confirm where. 

“The investigation is under 
way and the school has destroyed 
its stock of rice. No further rice 
will be supplied until the invest¬ 
igation is completed. 

“The environmental health 


team has made one visit to the 
warehouse and will be making 
more before making a full report. 
The warehouse does not supply 
the public, so no-one will be 
going there to buy a bag of rice.” 

The food scare comes at a time

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Vet climbs Mount Kilimanjaro to

VET HEATHER Bentley tested 
her head for heights in a big 
way when she climbed to the 
summit of Mount Kilimanjaro. 
Mrs Bentley, who works at the 
Swayne and Partners veterinary 
surgery in Hamlet Road, 
Haverhill, hopes to raise more 
than £4,000 for Diabetes UK 
from the trek, which she took 
part in with a Charity Challenge 
Team climbing to almost 6,000 
metres above sea level. 

The 46-year-old vet decided to

Mrs Bentley said: “She is great, 
she does not let it stop her 
doing anything. It is hard for her 
though, she has to think about 
everything she does and cannot 
stay out all night clubbing. 

“The trip was absolutely amaz¬ 
ing, I had never done anything 
like that before. You sign up for 
these things and then you think, 
what have I done. It was an 
awesome experience. 

“This was not a technical climb 
with ropes, it was more trekking 
and scrambling up at very high 
altitude. Oxygen was in very 
short supply and you had to 
walk very slowly. The temp¬ 


erature went down to about 
minus 15. 

“The whole trek was an 
amazing experience although 
reaching the summit was very 
hard and a challenge in so 
many ways. However, the sup¬ 
port of so many people helping 
me to raise valuable funds for 
Diabetes UK and a wonderful 
team of fellow trekkers helped 
me to reach the top.”

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Labour slams Tories’ 
plan to ‘tax A-levels’ 


LABOUR councillors in Suffolk 
have accused the Conservative 
administration of imposing a 
“tax on A-levels” by ending free 
school transport for 16-18-year- 
olds. 

Suffolk County Council Labour Group 
reaffirmed its concern over the 
Conservative proposals, which was first 
mentioned in February’s budget cuts 
when it was agreed to “review” free 
transport for children hoping to stay at 
school after 16. 

The Labour group said the plan would 
disproportionately affect those living in 
rural areas and put A-levels and post-16 
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study out of reach of those who could 
not afford daily transport. Councillors 
believed it would also conflict with the 
attempts to expand educational opportu¬ 
nities in Suffolk, including University 
Campus Suffolk. 

The Labour group is demanding 
assurances from the Conservative 
administration that they will not place 
financial burdens on aspirational 
children across the county by intro¬ 
ducing a charge on post-16 education - a 
county council “tax on A-levels”. 

Graham Manuel, Labour leader for 


roads and transport said: “Every parent 
wants their children to have the 
opportunity to study hard and get on in 
life. Any Conservative plan to charge 
them for that opportunity will be 
fiercely fought by Labour councillors. 
We will never accept a Conservative tax 
on A-levels.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said confidential discussions 
were always held on a range of options 
being considered before the council 
announced its actual budget proposals. 

These would be announced at the end 
of the month and subject to full scrutiny 
before the final budget is announced in 
February

FIVE customers found 
their cars had been 
damaged after they 
filled up with fuel 
contaminated by water 
at a supermarket petrol 
station. 

The petrol station at Sains- 
bury’s in Haycocks Road, 

Haverhill, had been closed for 
six weeks for a refit and re¬ 
opened last Friday The 
pumps had to close again 
after the customers experi¬ 
enced problems with their 
vehicles on the forecourt after 
filling up with unleaded 
petrol. 

A spokesman for Salis¬ 
bury’s said the pipes at the 
petrol station had been up¬ 
graded as part of an environ¬ 
mental improvement scheme. 

Somehow water had got into a 
section of pipe and five cust¬ 
omers had been identified 
who got water in their tanks 
before petrol was dispensed.

The spokesman said: “It did 
close temporarily while 
checks were carried out on all 
the pumps and there was no 
problem with the diesel at all. 
It was only five customers 
who were identified and their 
problems have been resolved. 

“We have carried out tests 
and everything is fine now. 
There obviously will be a full 
investigation to find out what 
happened as there was water 
in the pipes which should not 
have been there.” 

The petrol station was 
closed for an environmental 
upgrade, which all petrol 
stations need to have done by 
2010 to underground pipe 
work.

WITH her cockney-tinged 
lyrics that speak of the 
awkwardness of teenage 
romance and the vitriol of 
break-ups, Kate Nash is a 
modern punk poet. 

Her number one single 
Foundations is a robust two¬ 
fingered salute to a soon-to-be- 
ex, with such classic lines as: 
“You say I must eat so many 
lemons cos I am so bitter, I said 
Td rather be with your friends, 
mate, ‘cos they are much fitter’.” 
The sassy 20-year-old has a lot 
to thank her fans for, like the 
Arctic Monkeys, Jamie T and 
Jack Penate before her, her 
success was pretty much 
guaranteed after fans flooded her 
online MySpace page with 
messages of support. 

She said: “Being able to upload 
your music to the web means 
there is a lot more power to the 
people. There’s less of a 
machine, giving artists more of a 
chance.” 

And that other cockney sensation 
Lily Allen played her part too, 
thrusting Kate into the spotlight 
by elevating her to number eight 
of her MySpace “top friends” list. 
With similar humorous London

delivery and idiosyncratic songs, 
the two are regularly compared to 
each other, but I approach the 
subject warily, aware Kate isn’t 
fond of the tag “Mini Allen”. 

“I want to be considered as an 
artist in my own right. I mean, 
we’re both from London and we 
both talk about the same kind of 
things. But, you know, listen to 
my songs and come to my show 
and you’ll see I’m totally 
different.”

CREATING a retrospective 
version of a car for a modern 
audience is never easy. 

Chrysler brought it off with the 
PT Cruiser but now faces the prob¬ 
lem of “Where to go from here?” 

BMW has just made a very fine 
job of creating a modern version of 
the Mini Clubman by injecting 
modern ideas and materials - but 
the same set of problems will face it 
when it comes to producing Mk II. 

The original Mini Clubman was a 
typically English car and was 
greatly loved by its followers. 

I wonder what they would have 
made of the latest Clubman - no 
wood, and only one tiny door for 
rear seat passengers and that giving 
access from the road side of the car. 

Inside the mixture is very much 
as per the current BMW Mini. The 
tricksy switches, huge centre dial 
and tiny dial mounted on the 
steering wheel are still there, but 
are people going to buy it for what 
amounts to two doors at the back 
and a modest increase in space? 

The car comes in three versions: 
the Mini Cooper Clubman, the 
Cooper D Clubman and Cooper S 
Clubman. Prices run from £14,235 to 
£17,210. And it is oddly asymmetric

with two doors on the right hand 
side and one on the left. Because of 
stringent US regulations it proved 
impossible to move the left-mounted 
filler cap to the right so - rather 
than do nothing in the way of 
improving rear seat access - it was 
decided to put a small forward¬ 
facing door on the offside.

arrangement so when the car is 
stationary at traffic lights the 
engine stops and saves fuel. It 
restarts on moving into gear. The 
diesel version is particularly 
smooth with the added advantage of 
good low-down performance. 

On paper the Clubman is a car 
which does not make sense. Why 
would you produce a modern version 
of a tiny estate car of 50 years ago 
and then charge a top price of £17,210 
for it? Why offer rear doors which 
open on to a space hardly sufficient 


for a couple of suitcases and call it an 
estate? And why add a miniature side 
door which opens on to seats which 
aren’t worth sitting in anyway? 

It is all down to the fact that 
people buy cars with their hearts 
and not their heads.

A fashion icon high on chic but low 
on practicality.
